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BHOSE who have Jlodied that perictd of oor annals 
( which is occupied by the retgn of Charles the Firjl 

M and the Commonwealth, not only in the pages of 
modem hijlorians and contemporaries who wrote 
'' conjeioujly for pojlerity, but alfo in the immenje 
majQej of undajfified and often uncatalogued documents, journals, 
Jlatc papers, letters, treatises, ballads, and fcrmons, in which the 
hopes, fears, and dejlrcs of the people enprejed themjelves from 
day to day, may probably have remarked. If their purjuits have 
led them to contrajl our Civil War with other portions of Britijh 
or European hijlory, that then, for the firJl time in the modem 
world, individual perfonallty began to exercife a marked effeS 
upon contemporary politics. In the preceding ages, from the time 
indeed when freedom Junk under the organised imperiali/m of the 
Cxjars, until the outburjl of modern thought ifi the Jlxteenlh cen-' 
lury, human progrejs had been but little accelerated by perfonal 
qualities. The Ignorance of external nature was too denje, the all- 
petvadlng influence of the dominant theology too Jlrong, the terron 
it wielded and the punijhments It threatened too frightful for the 
energy of any one pcrjon to become conjpicuoui In dircfling public 
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events or moulding the thoughts of others, except in thoje rare cajH 
where the minds of men had already been prepared by the Church's 
teaching, or by their Inherent or inherited Jupcrjlldons. In the 
career of Saint Bernard indeed, and the few others of his jiamp, who 
jhed /iich lujlre over the dark times in which they were placed, we Jee 
the rehgious injlinii of Wcjlern Chrijlendom Jlirred to a higher 
pilch of devotion by the labours of a Jingle man ; but where i 
lejjbns of the reformer took a dlrefllon contrary to ecclejiajlical 
teaching, (and then theology jeemed to embrace the whole area 
of human thought,) one rcfult only was pojjible. The fate of thoje 
whojlruggled to win freedom for themjelves and their kind is a Suffi- 
cient proof that It was neither the want of intelled, energy, nor hlgh- 
fouled devotion, that rendered their lives and labours unfruitful. 
Even the pajjionate prophecy and withering fcom of the great Floren- 
tine could do nothing towards roujlng mankind from its lethargy. 
The firjl dejirc of his heart was indeed accomplished ; Dante won for 
his Beatrice the highejl place in the ideal world of love and beauty, 
but againjl the " Jhe-wolP* even the inveflives of the " Inferno" 
were powerlejs. 

The education of the European mind has progrcjed Jlowly ; it was 
not until the Tudor period of our hijlory that /ocieiy could have 
exljled without the protefiion of a powerful religious cajle. A 
univerjal theocracy was the only injlitution Jirong and free enough 
to curb the opprejjbr, and with a Sufficiently extended mental vijioii 
to attempt the work of legijlation : by its means the brutal tyranny 
of the feudal lord was fomewhat kept in check ; and his fiercer paj"- 
Jioas, at leajl, did not pajs entirely without rebuke. Laws were 
made for the proteSion of Jlaves, infants, and women, Juch as even 
a Norman baron or an Italian count feared to dijbbey. It does not 
Jeem poj}ible that moral truths could have been brought home to 
the hearts of the people by any other means. Iffo great a mlsfor- 
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tone could have happened as the premature overthrow of this fpJrl- 
tual dominion it is almojl certain that a Jimtlar tnjlitutlon, or one 
differing in outward accidents only, would have taken its place. 
And if it had not been ^o, the people would have lapjed into 
mere pagan jen/ualifm ; a compound of Teutonic maierialijm and 
Southern creature-worjhip without the nobleneji of the one or the 
poetry of the other. 

The great religious contejts of the jixteenth century, while they 
rclcajed the races of Northern Europe from jubjefllon to one claji 
of ideas which they had outgrown, left almojt everything to be 
accomplijhed in the direflion of perjbnal freedom. It is doubtful 
whether any of thoje engaged on either Jide in that memorable 
Jlrife even underjlood what is now meant by liberty. 

The jlngularly complex nature of our political and Jbclal rela- 
tions on the accejjion of the S[uart dynajty tended greatly to deve- 
lope individual energies, and thus to produce that marked contrajl 
between the Civil-War era and all preceding ones, which is per- 
haps the mojl interejling phenomenon prejcnted by that memorable 
contej}. Probably no dejcendant of the Plantagenets, then alive, 
was more unfitted to rule England than the weak perjbn whom politi- 
cal necej]tty forced upon us on the death of the noble-minded Eliza- 
beth. It would have taxed the highejl energies of a wije and brave 
Jbvereign to have governed a land fo dijlrafled with religious fac- 
tions with dignity and in peace. James pojjejjed neither courage 
nor wijiiom, but had the abfence of thofe virtues been his chief 
defeft, his reign might have caujed lejs evil. His political bigotry, 
mitigated as It was in aflion by his extreme cowardice, was not 
calculated to produce the worjl refulu ; but unfortunately, like 
many other feeble-minded men, he took intcnje delight in theological 
/peculation. As the head of the ejlablijhed religion in England it was 
the obvious duty of the chief magijlrate to make that body as little 
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ofTenJivc to the people as the nature of jo jingular a compromife 
would admit of; but, from influences which it probably would be cajy 
to trace to their origin, the king's mind was bent upon purjulng 
an oppojlte courje. The extreme nature of the religious fadtoni 
into which his realms were divided, Jpurred on the zeal of the 
theologian not to be a minljler of peace but an enforcer of uniformity. 
The Catholics, who had received in the early part of the reign fom« 
jlight mercy, when the monarch found hlmjclf fufficicntly powerful 
to do Jo, were perjecuted with unrelenting Jevcrily, The incrcajlng 
body of Puritans (a dejlgnation which mujl be underjlood to In- 
clude perjbns of nearly all varieties of opinion who were oppojed 
to dejpotijhi in the jlate and extreme Hpijcopalian \'iews on Church 
governmeni) hated the ruling powers almojl as intenfely as did their 
brethren of the Roman obedience, and with nearly as good reajbn ; 
for, although they were not fubjefl to capital punijhment, like the 
mberi of the ancient faith, their lives were rendered mljerable by' 
Jlate tyranny. The Puritans, certainly had not, at flrjl, any jlrong 
feelings againjl monarchical power when restrained within due 
bounds, — jbmc, indeed, profejjing to the lajl their dejirc for " a 
covenanted King," but they naturally became, as time wore on, leji 
and Ic/s attached to the exijling order of things. It is probable 
that a Jlrong-willed and unprincipled monarch might have played 
off theje fafiions agalnjl each other with conjlderable perjbnal ad- 
vantage. It is evident that James endeavoured to do Jo, and as 
he had at times able minijlcrs about him, it is not unlikely that 
even he might have Jucceeded had England been his only kingdom ; 
Scotland and Ireland happily prejcnted unjurmountable objlades to 
the crujhing out of either of theJe religious bodies. The northern 
kingdom was entirely Puritan ; the Catholic Church In that rcgioa 
bad not merely fallen, — its members had been Jo hunted down by 
their Jiiccejjbrs, that hardly an avowed profcjjbr of the old religfoo 
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wai to be foond. Epfjcopacy, indeed, wss jlill fuppojed to exifi, but 
itsjlrangeand nncdifyfng hijlory was Jo well known, that we cannot 
Jiippoje it appealed very forcibly to the conjciences of any but thoje 
dependent on government patronage. On the other hand, Ireland 
had dnng with the tenacity of dej'palr to the mediaeval form of 
Chrijlianity — it was the only thing that connefied her with the far 
off pajl, that carried back the memories of her poor perjecutcd 
children to times when they had at leajl one powerful protcfior on 
earth from the opptejjion of their conquerors. This pajjionale at- 
tachment decked the mythic pajl with the rainbow tints of unreal 
beauty, it became part of an Irijhman's fatih that his country had 
once had a golden age of peace, proJ~pcrity, and virtue, under the 
mild guardianjhip of the Church of God. 

The attempts made to convert theje kingdoms to the King's views 
were too weak to produce any effefl except irritation ; but they 
mujl be borne in mind in calculating the forces which produced the 
revolution that followed. 

Charles was a far nobler man than his father ; had he ruled 
in Other times he might have left a favourable impreJJJon on pojle-- 
rity ; in the circumjlances in which he was placed his higher qua- 
lities were almo/l entirely hidden. Whether it was by force of 
hereditary tranjmijjion, or the rejult of education, that Charles re- 
Jembled James caimot now be known, but the fame weak nature If 
remarkable in the child as in the parent, — the Jame objlinacy, the 
fame theological injlinfta with even lefs dijlrujl of his own power of 
enforcing conviSion, and a greater affeflion for the mechanical- 
parts of religious worjhip. His faith in the fanflily of his own 
office was probably more Jlncere than his father's. It was dan- 
gerous in proportion to its fmcerlty. 

The hijlory of the political and religious jlruggles of thefc reigns, 
of the forty years' battle for liberty, fought with varying fuccefs at 
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Wejlminjler when there was a parliament at the Council Board, In 
the law-courts and the jhires when the king ruled alone, has come 
down to us in a very unattrafiive form. The various leaders have 
as yet had but little jujlice done to their memories, the more objcure 
men have quite paj)ed out of memory. Let us remember that to 
them we owe much of what followed both of good and evil. 

The long contejl, ere an appeal to arms was thought of, prepared 
Englijh minds for jelf-govemmcnt, and Jhook to ils baje that belief 
in the hohnejs of the kingly office, which the Reformation had fof- 
tered, and which Jubjequent events had developed into an article of 
faith. Ere the war of words was Jujpended by a Jlemcr conflict, I 
believe that among the majs of the people, the dream of the divine 
right of kings had pajjed away for ever. A figment Joch as that , 
once jhattered could never be rejtored, even the fa tur»a/ia of the 
Rejloration could only reproduce its Jemblance in thoje profcjfionally 
Interejled. The cry — 

" Cjefar in urbe fua Deus eft," 

found no echo in men's hearts. If the reader wijhes to hear It, and 
is not to be deterred by blajphemy or fillh, let him read the Jermons 
of the court- preachers and the rhyme-books of the court-poets. 

It Is not my intention, in this reprint of a Civil-War trafl, to 
trace, even in the merejl Jkeleton manner, the hijlory of the period. 
A word or two Jcems, however, to be required (o account for the 
appearance of this little book. 1 have long been making coUeftioni 
relative to the lives of thofe perfons who were engaged on both Jldea 
during the Great Civil War, In the work I have in progress I 
Jhall include, as far as pojfible, every officer who bore a commi^ioa 
from King or Parliament, and many other perjbns who rendered 
themjelve* con/picuous in the convulsions of the time. Of courfe I 
jhall not omit lo give a place to the many noble women aljb who juf- 
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fered on either Jide. It will be readily iinderjlood that although 
the work in quejlion will be made as concifc as is po]|ible, conjijlentljr 
with communicating the faiis of the various lives, ll is yet a laborious 
undertaking, which cannot be brought to aconcluJionforJbmeycarE.* 
It was, however, fuggejled to me by my publisher that a reprint of the 
following Army Lijl would be welcomed by many Jludents as a handy 
work of reference In reading contemporary hijtorjans. Its ufeful- 
nejs to ihoje engaged In topographical and genealogical JIudies il 
evident. To juch a book it was perhaps unnecej]ary to add notes ( 
I have, neverthelefs, for the convenience of the general reader, 
given a line or tu-o of biographical memoranda to the names of mojl 
of thoje perjbns who rendered themjelves prominent. To have 
enlarged them further fo as to include the more objcure would 
have been but to anticipate very Imperfeflly a future publication. 
The Irafl, of which the following pages are a reprint, is prcjerved 
)n the Bodleian Library. 1 never Jaw another copy, but I believe 
one or two more cxijl ; it Is, however, of extreme rarity. The HJl 
of the Earl of EjQex's army is to be found alfo in a Jeparate 
pamphlet, with which this edition has been compared. A reprint 
of its title-page occurs here in the proper place. 

Although the date 1642 occurs on the title. It is certain that thli 
LiJl was not Ijjued until that year had, according to modem compu- 
tation, clofed.

From his will, which was proved at Do6lors* Commons, it ieems that he had 
no iflue.

Connjelg, Jfaall willingly within ten dayes after Jiich publication In 
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the Army, returne to their dutie, not doing any hojlfle afl within 
the time limited, and joyne themjelves with the Parliament, in de- 
fence of Religion, his Majejlies perjbn, the Liberties and Lawes of 
the Kingdome, and priviledges of Parliament, with their perjbnj 
and EJlates, as the Members of both Houfes, and the rejl of the 
Kingdome have done : That the Lords and Commons will be ready 
upon their Jubmljjlon to receive Juch perjons in Jiich manner as they 
jhall have cauje to acknowledge they have been ujed with clemency 
and favour : Provided, that this Jhall not extend to admit any man 
into either Houfe of Parliament who Jlands jujpended, nHthout 
giving Jatisfafiion to the Houje whereof he Jhall be a Member : and 
except all pcrjbns who Jland impeached, or particularly Voted In 
cither HouJe of Parliament for any delinquency whatfoever j Ex-
